only murder of wh ich Jesse James 
is actually known to h ave been guilty. 
Twenty miles away from Cameron, 
between th at point and Kansas City, 
is Kearney, Mo., once th e h ome of 
Mrs. Samuels, moth er of Frank and 
Jesse James. 
I give th ese details, as 
th ey are necessary to an understand­ 
ing of my story. 
On th e morning of th e day th at 
Jesse James met h is death I was sit­ 
ting in th e telegraph office at Cam­ 
eron wh en tw'o

and inquired for a telegram. 
I rec­ 
ognized one of th em as A. M. Dock­ 
ery, th en president of th e bank in 
Gallatin wh ich h ad been robbed by

with distinction in congress. 
Th e man with h im was A. A. Low, 
general counsel for th e Hannibal and 
St. Joseph railorad company, one of 
th e ch ief sufferers by th e depreda­ 
tions of th e outlaw’s. 
Low and Dock­ 
ery h ad met by agreement at Cairer- 
on and h ad at th eir disposal a special 
train, wh ich stood upon th e tracks 
of th e Hannibal and St. Joseph ready 
to leave at a moment’s notice.

men remained in and about th e sta­ 
tion until sh ortly after noon, wh en 
th e operator at St. Joseph called me 
up with th e statement th at h e h ad an 
important message for A. L. Low and 
asked if lie was in Cameron.

a telegram, wh ich I believe was th e 
first announcement made of th e out­ 
law’s death to any one outside of 3t.
